The public Faith of the Nation being thus ſolemnly pledged for the Protection of the Eſtates, 
Effects, and Jaghires of the Begum, ſhe continued to reſide, under that Protection, at her Palace 
at Fyzabad, in the Province of Oude, until the 12th of January 1782. Not indeed in the un- 
moleſted Enjoyment of her Rights; for Your Committee obſerve, that ſo early as January 1778, 
the Engliſh Reſident, Mr. Middleton, makes very ſtrong Repreſentations to the Governor 
General and Council, of the Vizier's Treatment of his Grandmother. She complained to the 
Refident of his Behaviour to her in very ſtrong and pointed Terms, and felt fo much Diſquiet 
from it, that ſhe determined immediately to carry into Execution a Deſign, which ſhe had 
formed ſome Years ſince, of performing a Pilgrimage to Mecca. She had taken a final Leave of 
the Vizier's Family, and the 24th of that Month had been fixed for . her Departure. Mr. 


Middleton prevailed on her to ſuſpend her Reſolution for Three Weeks, and to deliver to him 


a Writing, the Subſtance of her Expectations from the Vizier, and of the Services which ſhe 
expected from himſelf. Having received theſe Papers, he tranſmitted them immediately to 
Calcutta, with his-own Remarks upon them; and he ſtrongly repreſented to the Board, the Ne- 


ceſſity of an immediate Exertion of their Influence to protect the Grandmother in whatever 


they may conſider as her Rights.

Your Committee obſerve, that on the 3d of February following Mr. Middleton writes to the 


Council, that he had received a long Letter from the Bow Begum, Mother of the Vizier ; in 
which ſhe demands the Protection of the Britiſh Government, to reſtore and confirm her Rights. 


She makes this Claim by virtue of the Treaty ſubliſting betwixt the Vier and her, of which the 
Engliſh were Guarantee; ſhe tranſmits him not only a Copy of that Treaty, but a particular Ac- 
count of her ſeveral Claims and Requiſitions.

In conſequence of this Letter, Mr. Briſtow, who had been nominated to that Station by the po- 
fitive Orders of the Court of Directors, is recalled, and Mr. Middleton, who holds that Office in 


Oppoſition to their Orders, continues Reſident at the Vizier's Court, and appears to be a very 


principal Actor in the ſeveral Matters which compoſe the Subject of this Report. — This hap- 
pened about Six Weeks before the Governor General proceeded on his Journey to Benares. 

Your Committee obſerve ſtrong Marks of Dependency in the before-mentioned Letter of the 
Vizier's.

Mmediately on the Nabob's Return from Fyzabad, he ſtated his Diſtreſſes to me, and begged of 
| ] me to uſe my Endeayours to perſuade the Begum to aſſiſt him. I wiſhed to have declined 
complying with his. Excellency's Requeſt, eſpecially after he had indirectly objected to my hav- 
ing any Correſpondence with her; but being ſenſible of his Neceſſities, I conſented, upon the 
Condition of his not expecting of me to uſe violent Meaſures. -I accordingly went to Fyzabad, 
and explained particularly in Writing, to the Begum, how impoſſible it was for the Nabob to 
conduct his Government without her Aſſiſtance; and likewiſe infinuated to her, that ſne could 
not complain of him, for he had granted her an additional Jaghyr of Four Lacks a Year, for 

the Sums he had already borrowed of her, and treated her with great Reſpect. I further infi- | 
nuated to her, that the Treaſures ſhe poſſeſſed were the Treaſures of the State, as ſhe had not 
ſucceeded to them by any legal Right, and they had been hoarded up to provide againſt an 
Emergency: That that Emergency was arrived, and I recommended it to her to ſpare his Excel- 
lency the Sum of Fifty Lacks as a Donation. If this did not pleaſe her, to let the Treaſure 
be divided according to the Laws of the Khoran ; or elſe grant him a Loan, and that I could 
engage for the Repayment of it.

I formerly ſent you a Letter 
expreſſive of my Friendſhip, through the Channel of Mr. 'Briſtow, to which I have not yet 
been favoured with an Anſwer; I do not impute this to Unkindneſs, but ſuppoſe that you 
never received that Letter. How ſhall I repreſent to you my diſtreſsful Situation? My Grief 
is without Bounds, and my Life a Burthen to me. Since the Deceaſe of the late bleſſed Na- 
bob, I have bid adieu to all worldly Affairs, and with a broken Heart given myſelf up to 
Sorrow. I cannot bear the Reflection of my own melancholy Situation—how can I repreſent

As my Son, the Nabob Aſoph ul Dowla, is entirely inexperienced in the Affairs of the World, 
and ignorant of what is good or bad, Murtezza Cawn has taken Advantage of his Inexperience, 
and turned his Thoughts to frivolous. Amuſements, and has taken on himſelf the entire Ma- 
nagement of all the Affairs of the Government, appointing his Brethren Foujedars in all the

The Heads of the Begum's Complaints are as follow : —_

her Rank and Character, ſo that they have not the ſame Liberty as the other Inhabitants of d

Time after Murteza Cawn and I left it, and were the Governors of the Town. They are under 


many Obligations to the Begum, and pay more Attention to her than to the Nabob himſelf. 
Seliar Jung himſelf, in particular; always backed her Aſſertions relative to her Poverty, and even 
with Difficulty- perſuaded to undertake Negociation ; and throughout the Whole of it did not 
promote the Nabob's Intereſt ſo much as he might have done. He joined the Nabob fince we 
left Lucknow; but Mirza Ally ftill remains with the Charge of Fyzabad. In making this 
Complaint, the Begum forgets the improper Conduct of her own Servants, who have hitherto 

erved a total Independence of the Nabob's Authority, beat the Officers of his Government, 
and refuſed Obedience to his Perwannahs. | | 2 


I humbly conceive the Second Article to be erroneous alſo ; for on the firſt Viſit to the Be- 
gum, Mirza Ally, Settar Jung, Murteza Cawn, and I, went together. Sellar Jung had Two 


Companies of Sepoys as his Guard, being the Number he generally appears abroad with ; and; 
for the Reaſons given in my firſt Anſwer, he could hardly be ſuſpected of agreeing to any violent 
Meaſures. - - - 6 ; | 


Murteza Cawn had perhaps Twenty Troopers, and ſome orderly Sepoys; but in other Re- 


feds he did not go with Half his Retinue. The Begum's Eunuchs did induftriouſly ſpread 
Reports of Murteza Cawn's ill Intentions to break into the Zenana, and ſeize all the Effects and 


Money that could be found. On the other Hand, Murteza Cawn pretended to be afraid of At- 
tempts on his Life, and kept a Body of Sepoys conſtantly under Arms at his Houſe. I con- 
fdered the Reports ſpread by both Parties, intended to ſerve the Purpoſe of diſcrediting each 


other as much as poſſible, and which I did not believe to have any Foundation in Truth. 


Murteza Cawn, when he went from Mindicaalit to Fyzabad in April laſt, was ſaid to have ſent 


2 harſh Meſſage to the Begum ; but this Inſtance being previous to the Solicitation for the 
Engliſh to interfere, of courſe no Blame, I humbly conceive, could fall on me for any Tranſac- 
tions at that Period. When I was at Fyzabad, I am perſuaded none but reſpectful Language 


was neceſſary, I ſubmit to the Conſideration of the Honourable Board ; for the Eunuchs prac- 
tiſed every Art to delay the Payment, proteſting in poſitive Terms that the Begum had neither 
Money nor Effects; though, upon my one Day repreſenting to her that I ſhould immediately leave 


Fyzabad, unleſs the Conditions were fulfilled on-her Part, ſhe found Means to ſend Six Lacks, 


in Specie, in lefs than Three Hours after; and it was hardly a Month before that ſhe afſerted 


ker Inability to pay a ſingle Rupee. The Copy of the Ft Letter to me, making this Aﬀer- 
tion, I troubled the Honourable Board with in my Addreſs of the gth September laſt. 


The Third Complaint, I am perſuaded, is partly erroneous, from the Begum's claiming every 


Article of the late Vizier's Property, even to his Military Stores.

The Nabob would be very glad to receive any Thing; but the Appraiſer, appointed by the 


mutual Conſent of both Parties, remains at Fyzabad, without having any Goods offered him, but 
uch as are already in the Poſſeſſion of the Nabob's own Officers. 5 

I underſtand the late Vizier depoſited the Surplus of his Revenues with the Begum; and, 
having died inteſtate (or at leaſt a Will was never produced, though one 1s ſaid to be fecreted 
by the Begum) it left a Door open to the Diſputes which have happened; for, according to the 


Koran, and the Uſages of the Country, the Nabob could claim an infinitely greater Share than 


ke has got. It is beyond a Doubt that ſhe has Money ; for her principal Eunuch brought me a 
Meſfage one Day, not as a Matter of any Secrecy or Confidence, that the Wealth the late Vi- 
ner had amaſſed was intended to ſupply an Emergency. I anſwered, The Nabob could not 
vell want it at a greater one; and preſſed her very earneſtly to ſupply his neceſſary Wants. 

That ſhe has Jaghires equal to her Rank in every Reſpect, is evident from her own Confeſ- 


n to me, in one of her Letters; wherein ſhe ſays, her own Charges amount to 12,000 Rupees 


2 Month; and her Income is known to be Seven Lacks a Year. If the Complaints contained in

©: The Begum can make no great Claim on the Company for Protection, when ſhe herſelf has 
iringed the Conditions of the Treaty, of which they were the Guarantees. Let her pay the Na- 
dob the ſtipulated, Sum, and he not only conſents, but is deſirous that the Treaty ſhould remain 
in Force. He has obſerved that Conduct to the Begum which Nature dictates; and, ſo far from 
Uſage, he has on all Occaſions treated her with the greateſt Delicacy 
urteza Cawn is afraid to uſe her ill, for he knows the Influence ſhe has over the Nabob ; and, 
es this, a Contract of Marriage is to take place between his and Sellar Junge's Children.

ago the Affair in Queſtion was ſettled in your Preſence for 30 Lacks of Rupees. The Goods 


which I delivered for Appraiſement were taken Poſſeſſion of and carried away. It is not I who 


interrupt this Buſineſs, but Aſuf ul Dowla and Murteza Cawn. I am fo far from wiſhing the 
Continuance of this Diſpute, that I am very deſirous it ſhould ſpeedily be accommodated ; but 
Aſuf ul Dowla and Murteza Cawn do not deſire to have it adjuſted. I now encloſe you an In- 


ventory of the Prices of the Broad Cloth, Elephants, and Camels, which I delivered in your 


Preſence, by which you will be made acquainted with the Value of the ſeveral Articles; what- 
ever Balance remains ſhall be paid“. You aſk me, Since the Acceſſion of the Nabob Aſoph ul 
Dowla, what ill Treatment or Diſgrace I have experienced from him? Alas ! that you ſhould 
be ſtill ignorant of it. God forbid that even my Enemy ſhould ſuffer ſo much Diſgrace. Mur- 
teza Khan ſtationed a Battalion of Sepoys at my Door, and ſent me 'Word, that if I would 
quietly deliver the Sum, it was well, otherwiſe he would prevent any Proviſions being brought 


me, and take ir.—This is not all the Diſgrace I have ſuffered ; whatever he ſays is a Law.— 


|| You were not a Witneſs of the late bleſſed Nabob's Muſnud, and without having ſeen it, you 


can form no Idea of what Kind of a Ruler he was. You came at an unſeaſonable Time and 


ſaw it; — Aſopb ul Dowla on the Muſnud of the late bleſſed Nabob went with him. 


There never was an Inſtance in the World of a Son exercifing ſuch Oppreſſion on his own. 
Mother, as to ſend his Servants to diſtreſs and afflict her. Reflect maturely that no fuch In- 
ſtance ever occurred in former Times. I have already written you what Aſoph ul Dowlah had 
done to his own Mother; and that I am very ready to give up my Life without Fear; whatever 


| he wiſhes, let him do. | 


I have written the real Value of the ſeveral Articles, in the Lift which I have ſent you, with- 
out the leaſt Variation. Did I wiſh to procraſtinate this Affair, I ſhould have written that the 
Goods which were ſeized and carried off amounted to Eleven Lacks of Rupees; but I do not 


wiſh to delay it, and have therefore written down the real Value, and ſent it to you. Deduct 
| this, and whatever Balance appears ſhall be made good in other Goods, China Ware, and Bul- 


locks. Guards are ſtationed over my Goods, cauſe theſe to be removed, that a Price may be 
ſet on them, and the Balance made good.—You have repeatedly written me, that the Coulnama 
is inefficacious. 5 | w- | 
Jou were a Party in this Affair, and took from me the Sum of 56 Lacks of Rupees. If you 
will, cauſe the 56 Lacks to be reſtored to me, then the Coulnama will not be binding; and do 
not you then take any Part in the Affair; and then let Aſoph ul Dowla and Murteza Cawn, in 


whatever Manner they are able, take. Sums of Money from me. They will then ſee the Conſe-

vith their Prices, and underſtand the Contents. The Nabob conſents to take the Ruths, Bul. 
to the Nabob, 'and Mokter 
ul Dowlah, what you wrote me concerning the Broad Cloth, at the Price of 4 Lacks of 
Rupees. The Nabob replied, I have not received the Broad Cloth and Linens ; fuch of thoſe 


Articles as were out, her Highneſs carried within the Mohal. As the Nabob is deſirous of paying ; 


your Highneſs the greateſt Reſpect, and has agreed to take the Broad Cloth and Linens; i 
your Highneſs will deliver them, and let them be appraiſed by a creditable Ameen; Auka 
Heem has been here a long Time, in Expectation of ſuch Employ. Your Attendants, who re- 
lated to you the Circumſtance concerning the ſtopping your Proviſions, were undoubtedly the 


Inventors of it themſelves; it never proceeded from the Nabob, for he never acted in this 


Manner, and it is contrary to the Diſpoſition, as well as to the Inclination, of the Nabob 
Azoph ul Dowlah. Some evil-diſpoſed and malicious Perſons have miſrepreſented Matters to 


_ Jour Highneſs, and ſown the Seeds of Diſſention. It is incumbent on your Highneſs to give 
no Heed to the Repreſentations of infidious Men, but to regard the Advice of well-diſpoſed 


Perſons, and ſettle this Affair on an eligible Footing. With regard to what you write me, con- 


cerning the Compenſation for the Houſe at Garukpore, I ſhall undoubtedly take the neceſſary 


Meaſures in this Affair, if you comply with the Terms of the Coulnama. It would not be pro- 


per or becoming, that your Highneſs ſhould not give your Aſſent to my Repreſentations, as by _ 


denying it Diſgrace is brought on the Engliſh Chiefs. I have therefore given a full and parti- 
cular Account of every Tranſaction to the Governor and Council, and whatever Directions I 
may receive from them I ſhall carry into Execution. With reſpect to your Highneſs's Jaghiers, 
the Nabob agrees to one Method, which is, that you give them up entirely, and inſtead thereof 
receive a Monthly Stipend, through the Channel of any Perſon you chuſe to fix on; for the Nabob

carried. For further Particulars relative to the Begum's Charges, I had, previous to the Re- 
ceipt of the Honourable Board's Commands, been explicit in my Addreſs of the 3d inſtant; to

A few Days ago one of the large Guns was 
rendered totally uſeleſs by ſplitting, which has obliged me to ſend to Chunar for more, and I am 
now waiting their Arrival from thence; but, that no unneceſſary Delay might occur, a Mine has 
been opened under the contiguous Works to the intended Breach; the firſt Gallery is finiſhed, and 
near Four Feet carried on towards the Breached Work, ſo that if no Accident happens, I hope by 
the 6th to blow up as much of the Wall as will make an acceſſible Breach for the Storm. 
Three Hill. Mangees with their Followers attacked the Batteries, but were repulſed immediately; 
we had only Four People wounded; Five of the Enemy were found dead in the Morning, which 
leads me to ſuppoſe they muſt have had many wounded. 5 
A Detachment marched this Morning to ſcour the Woods and ſeize the Families of theſe Offen-

Colonel Morgan to ſend a Regiment of Sepoys for that Service. As the Reſident at the ſame Time 
expreſſed to me his Opinion that a larger Force would be requifite to ſurmount the intended Oppo- 
ſition, I judged it improper to expoſe a Service of ſuch Importance either to the Hazard of a 
Defeat, or to the Chance of a Delay, and therefore immediately iſſued Orders, of which you have 
been already adviſed, for the March of Colonel Sir John Cumming, with his entire Detachment, for 
the Performance of it, adviſing the Reſident of it. He, in Reply, expreſſed an Apprehenſion that 
the Nabob Vizier would object to the Movement of ſo large a Force into the Heart of his Domi- 
nions, without what he would deem an adequate Occaſion for it, and aſcribe it to other Motives, 
which might be productive of Conſequences hurtful to our Connection with him; and entreated that 
the Order might be revoked, aſſuring me that there was no preſſing Occaſion for it. 7 8 : 
I accordingly ordered it to be ſuſpended. In the mean Time, as I had conceived ſome Alarm 
from the Delays and Difficulties which had attended this Buſineſs, which did not appear to me of a 
Nature ſuſceptible of them, I wrote to the Reſident, requeſting him ſolemnly to declare to me, 
whether with the Powers with which he had been inveſted, he was competent to carry into Execu- 
tion this and the other Meaſures directed in my Inſtructions; that if he were not, I would myſelf 
proceed to Lucknow, and afford the Nabob any perſonal Affiftance for carrying them into Execution; but 
that if in his Anſwer he ſhould aſſure me that he was capable of accompliſhing this Service, I would 
leave the Charge and Reſponſibility of it to him, and depart for the Preſidency. I wrote a Letter 
to the Nabob in ſimilar Terms. I received the Reſident's Anſwer on the 2d of January: It con- 
tained a Declaration, that my Preſence was in no Shape neceſſary in that Quarter, and that he was 
fully competent to undertake and to effect the Accompliſhment of all the Meaſures required by 


my Inſtructions, and that he ſhould immediately march with the Nabob to Fyzabad, for the Pur- 
poſe of enforcing his Claims on the Begums. : | | | 


On the Receipt of this Letter, concluding that the Nabob's Anſwer would be to the ſame Effect, 


and that I ſhould be ſufficiently warranted by them to leave the Buſineſs in their Hands, I prepared 
for my Departure, allowing a ſufficient Time only for the Receipt of the Nabob's Letter, which 
[ expected at the lateſt to arrive on the 7th. On that Day I left Benares, but proceeded only to a 
ſhort Diſtance below the Town. At the ſame Time, I cauſed an Intimation to be given to the 
Nabob, that although, to prevent a further Loſs of Time, I had thought it proper to begin my 
. Journey towards Bengal, yet I ſhould proceed by ſhort Stages, and ſuſpend my final Reſolution 
until I had received his Letter in Anſwer to mine ;—ſtill retaining the Reſolution of conforming to 
the Contents of it, if theſe ſhould require me to proceed to his Preſence, according to the Tenor of 
the Proffer I had made to him of my Aſſiſtance ;—and that if I did not receive it before my Ar- 
rival at Patna, I would wait for it there. It was not till my Arrival at Patna, which was on the 
19th Inſtant, that J did receive his Anſwer; a Tranſlation of which ſhall accompany this. As it 
contained only a complimentary Invitation, accompanied with an Aſſurance ſimilar to that given 
me by the Reſident, in relation to the impending Buſineſs, I conſidered it as intended to leave me 
the free Option, either to accept of his Invitation on the Footing he had expreſſed it, or to return 
to the Preſidency. After much Heſitation, and I will confeſs with ſome Reluctance, J have re- 
ſolved on the latter. I dread the Imbecility and Irreſolution which too much prevail in the Nabob's 
Councils, and muſt influence in ſome Degree both the Conduct of the Refident and the Miniſters ; and 1 
. conſider the impending Meaſure of roo much Conſequence to be expoſed to the Riſk of a Diſap- 
pointment: Yet. the preſſing Letters which I have written to the Nabob ; the ſtrong Injunctions 
which J have repeated to the Reſident; and the poſitive Aſſurances which I have received from 
both, afford me every Reaſon to hope that they will be carried into Execution without further 
Difficulty and Delay; and I am further confirmed in this Concluſion, by the ſubſequent Advices 
which I have received ſince my Departure: Theſe amount to the following Subſtance; that the 
| Nabob Vizier arrived at Fyzabad on the 8th, the Reſident accompanying him; that on the 12th 
they found it neceſſary to employ a Military Force to take Poſſeſſion of the Kellah, which was 
effected without any Effuſion of Blood. The Two Eunuchs, Bahar and Jowar Ally Cawn, 
who were the prime Movers of the late Troubles, and the active Leaders of the preſent Oppoſi- 
tion, were taken into Cuſtody, and their Followers, amounting to about Three or Four thouſand 
armed Men, expelled from the Town and diſperſed. I think it proper to tranſmit to you a Copy 
of the Reſident's Letter, and to refer you to it for the Particulars of this Event. | 
It may be neceſſary in this Place to inform you, that in addition to the former Reſolution of 
reſuming the Begum's Jagheers, the Nabob had declared his Reſolution of reclaiming all the Trea- 


ſures of his Family which were in their Poſſeſſion, and to which, by the Mahomedan Laws, he was 
entitled, This Reſolution I have ſtrenuouſiy encouraged and ſupported, not ſo much for the Reaſons 
ned by the Nabob, as becauſe I think it equally unjuſt and impolitic that they fpould be allowed to retain 
. the Means of which they have already made ſo pernicious a Uſe, by exciting Diſturbances in the Country, 
and a Revolt againſt the* Nabob their Sovereign. I am not too ſanguine in my Expectations of the

Mr. Barwell—I confeſs 1 do not underſtand how an Acquicicence can be given to the Governor 
General's Motion, and the Principle on which it is made denied: Such an Acquieſcence does in 
fact aſſert all that is advanced in the Letter propoſed to be written to our Reſident, and to be 
urged to the Nabob, to be falſe, and yet to authorize the Falſity. The propoſed Letter afferts, that 
he ſtands engaged to our Government to maintain the Engliſh Armies that have been formed for 
the Protection of his Dominions ; and that it is our Part, not his, to determine in what Manner, and 
at what Time, theſe ſhall be reduced or withdrawn. That this Right is in our Government, and 
that the Nabob cannot diſmiſs any Part of our Troops without our Leave, I affirm, from the very 
Principle on which we undertook the Defence of his Dominions, at his own Requeſt; a Principle 
underſtood at that Time by Mr. Francis, and acquieſced in by every other Member of the Council.

* General.“ The Recommendation of the Governor General is, that he be defired to difmils 2 
great Part of the uſeleſs Rabble which he now keeps in his Pay.

| Par. 6. Equally extraordinary and unwarrantable have been your Proceedings reſpecting Mr. John 
| Briſtow. He was appointed Reſident at Owde in December 1774 : In December 1776 he was re. 

called without the Shadow of a Charge being exhibited againſt him. By our Letter of 4th July 1777 
we ſignified our Diſapprobation of the Proceedings againſt Mr. Briſtow, and directed that he ſhould 
be reſtored to his Station; which Direction we confirmed by our ſubſequent Letter of the 23d De- 
cember 1778. Mr. Briſtow arrived in India in February 1780, and in October of the ſame Year, it 
was reſolved by your Board, that Mr. Briftow ſhould return to Owde, but that his Appointment 
ſhould be limited ſolely to the Conduct of political Negociations, Mr. Middleton being at the ſame 
Time nominated to ſettle pecuniary Matters with the Vizier. On the 21ſt of May 1781, upon recelv- 
ing a Letter from the Vizier, expreſſing his Deſire that Mr. Briſtow ſhould be removed from his 
Court, he was again recalled :—But without entering into the Conſideration of this Matter, and in 
order to vindicate and uphold our own Authority, we do hereby poſitively direct, that Mr. Briſtow 
do forthwith proceed to Owde, in the Station of our Reſident there.

Being asked, Whether the Wife or Mother of the Vizier Sujah Dowlah did enjoy any Jaghires 
whilſt he reſided with the Vizier ? he ſaid, Les; but he does not know whether to give them the 
Appellation of Jaghires, in common with others; but they had conſiderable Diſtrifts, from which 
they collected a Revenue.—Being asked, Whether the Vizier interfered in the Management of thoſe 
Diſtricts? he ſaid, Not tabarwile than by giving occaſional Aſſiſtance to the Officers employed by 
the Begums in the Management of their ſeveral Diſtrits.—Being asked, Who appointed the Officers 
for the Government of thoſe Diſtricts, and the Collection of the Revenues ? he ſaid, The Begums, 
at their own Pleaſure.—Being asked, Whether the Begums ever made any Application to him for 
Aſſiſtance to protect their Diſtricts? he ſaid, When the Route of the Vizier's Army has been through - 
Places belonging to them, they have frequently applied to him for a few Sepoys. for protecting the 
Villages from the Followers of the Army, who are accuſtomed to Plunder; which was always complied 
with; and ina Mutiny of Part of the Nabob's Army at Fyzabad, they requeſted a Part of the Engliſn 
Battalion for the Protection of their Perſons.— Being asked, In what Eſtimation. the Engliſh Nation 
was conſidered by the Officers of Sujah Dowlah's Court, and the principal Inhabitants of the Coun- 
try, when he commanded the 19th Battalion of Sepoys at Fyzabad ? he faid, The Engliſh Name vas 
held in the greateſt Degree of Eſtimation, for their Power, Generoſity, and good Faith.—Being asked, 
In what Light the Reſtoration of Sujah Dowla to his Dominions, by the Engliſh, was conſidered by 
the Inhabitants in general of thoſe Dominions? he ſaid, In Converſations: he has held with many of 
the principal Inhabitants and Officers of the Court, they could ſcarce carry their Ideas to any Action 
of ſo great Magnanimity and Generoſity as the Reſtoration of Sujah Dowla to his Poſſeſſions.— 
Being asked, Whether there were many Perſons, who held Jaghires under Sujah Dowla, whoſe Power 
and Authority made them reſpectable and formidable? he ſaid, There were ſeveral very reſpectable 
Perſons who held Jaghires under Sujah Dowla, ſome of them commanding large Corps in his 
Army.—Being asked, Whether there were many Officers, and others, who held Jaghires from the 
Vizier, the Produce of which was the principal Means of their Subſiſtence ? he ſaid, Some of the 
Jaghiredars had Property of their own; but in general they depended upon the Produce of their 
Jaghires for their Maintenance and Subſiſtence.—Being asked, if he was acquainted with the Eunuchs 
Jewar Ali Khan, and Bahar Ali Khan? he ſaid, He knew them both; they were the Chief of the 
Eunuchs of the Houſehold of the Begums, and in their Stations very reſpectable Men.—Being 
asked, Whether he has heard any Thing ill of them? he ſaid, Never.—Being asked, Whether he 
ever heard that they were bold, ambitious Men, like to be engaged in deſperate Deſigns ? he faid, 
Never.—Being asked, Whether they were much concerned in Matters of State whilſt he reſided at 
Oude? he ſaid, He never heard that they were conſidered of any greater Conſequence than their 
Stations as the Chiefs of the Eunuchs of the Begums Houſehold, and being very much in their 
Confidence, gave them.—Being asked, If the Dowager Begums were diſcredited,” and had no In- 
fluence at Court, what Degree of Authority their Eunnchs would have in the Country? he ſaid, He 
ſhould ſuppoſe they would have no Authority of Conſequenee, except in thoſe particular Diſtricts 
or Faghires that appertained to the Begums.— Being asked, Whether there were not many Mut 
ſulmans and Hindoos that lived, according to their Mode, in a Rank equivalent to Noblemen and 
Gentlemen of this; Country? he ſaid, Yes, many:—Being asked, Whether it was common to put 
Muſſulmans to Death upon Allegation of Crimes, without any juridical Proceſs ? he ſaid, He does 
not know any Inſtance of it.

Highneſs told me, he had ſome Converſation with Kiſhen Row Bultaw, upon the Subject of the 
Peace; and that, if I could have been placed in a Situation to overhear what paſſed, I ſhould have 
been ſurprized at the high Tone of the Maratta Miniſter's Requifition. His Highneſs faid, that . 
the Miniſter had informed him of a Plan of general Attack upon our Poſſeſſions ; one numerous 
Army of Horſe had been appointed to the Service of laying waſte our Sircars ; another, with Bhonſla, 
and other Maratta Chiefs, was to enter Bengal by the Way of Cuttack; and a Third, Scindia's, &c. 
was to proceed from Malva to ſupport the Inſurrection of Cheyt Sing, and other Zemindars, to join 
Nujeff Cawn, and to penetrate into the Heart of the Bengal Provinces: He mentioned the Names of 
the ſeveral Maratta Officers; and ſaid alſo, that Kurreem Saheb, one of Hyder's Sons, was to go with 
the Party deſtined for the Sircars. He mentioned that the Peſhwa was to head, or rather to accom- 
pany, one of the Armies, but which of them I do not recollect ; I fappoſe Scindia's.

I have already informed you, upon Abba Pundit's Arrival at Ganjam, he repreſented to me, that 
although you had advanced his People Seventy thouſand Rupees, which he told me you thought ſuf- 
ficient to ſerve them until they could march to join Colonel Pearce; yet as this Money was ex- 
pended, and Abba Pundit hearing the Bengal Detachment had proceeded to Madras, he found it 
neceſſary to aſk for Twenty-five thouſand Rupees, and to deſire I would engage for the ſame Sum, 
to be paid upon his Arrival at Vizagapatam and Maſulipatam ; that not having any Orders from 
the Governor General (Mr. Haſtings) to pay this Money, or to enter into any new Engagement, all 
I could do was to repreſent Circumſtances to the Governor General, promiſing to pay whatever 
Sums the Governor ſhould direct. I have ſent Two Copies of my Letter, but have not yet received 
any Anſwer, which I can only ſuppoſe is owing to the Governor General travelling up the Country; 


mean Time, according to your Deſire, I have from Time to Time paid Abba Pundit Eight thouſand 
Rupees, of which he has no Doubt informed you Three Days ago. Abba Pundit waired upon me 
with hi Principal Sirdars, when he ſurprized me very much, by telling me he had received a Lettet 
from yu deſiring him to return immediately to Jaggernaut ; however, upon my Deſire, Abba Pundit 
conſentey to ſtay ; now I am aſtorgſhed to hear Abba Pundit has received another Letter le as 
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ordering him to go back, inſtead of proceeding upon his March to the Southward. After the ſtrict 
Friendſhip made between the Governor General and the Berar Government, and the particular 
Agreement for the latter to furniſh a Body of Horſe, Part whereof are actually come ſo far as Gan- 
jam, I cannot help expreſſing my Surprize, and do not know how to believe, that you have really 
ordered Abba Pundit to return with his People. Abba Pundit muſt do me the Juſtice to ſay I re- 
ceived, and have, ever ſince his being here, treated him with the greateſt Friendſhip ; a ſtrong Proof 
hereof, and of my particular Regard to you, is my taking upon myſelf, at your Deſire, to advance 
Money without any Order; therefore I write this Letter to know if you ſeriouſly mean to recall 
Abba Pundit with his People, that I may explain the Reaſons to the Governor General : For, after again 
oiving you the ſtrongeſt Aſſurance that I ſhall faithfully do whatever Mr. Haſtings may deſire, whoſe 
Order I expect daily, I muſt beg Leave to expoſtulate with you againſt the Meaſure of ordering

Hearing Yeſterday Morning Abba Pundit was preparing to return towards Jaggernaut, I ſent a 
Meſſage, deſiring he would favour me with a Viſit. He waited upon me accordingly ; when he told 
me, it was very true he was ready to march back, in conſequence of your Orders. I could not help 
telling Abba Pundit, I thought it very extraordinary ke ſhould even think of returning, without my 
Knowledge and Conſent ; and that, as you had not wrote to me, intimating ſuch a Reſolution, if Abba 
Pundit perſiſted in going away, I could only conſider it as a premeditated Determination to break the 
Agreement with the Governor General, to ſend a Body of Cavalry to act with the Engliſh Army 
againſt Hyder Ally Cawn. Abba Pundit told me, you knew and was anſwerable for the Orders 


you gave; however, upon my Defire, that he would ſtill agree to proceed upon his March to the 


Southward, provided I conſented to pay immediately the Remainder of the 25,000 Rupees he firſt 
required, and engage for his receiving the ſame Sum at Vizagapatam and Maſulipatam. However 
unreaſonable I conſidered theſe Demands, yet, to give a freſh Proof of my ſtrong Deſire to do every 
Thing in my Power to give Satisfaction to you, Abba Pundit, and all his People, I conſented to pay 
down Seventeen thouſand Rupees, provided he ſet out immediately upon his March towards the 
Carnatic. Upon this Abba Pundit confeſſed to me he could riot proceed South until he received your 
further Orders, for which he agreed to wait; and, at his earneſt Deſire, I advanced him Two thou- 
land Rupees for his Expences. Abba Pundit requeſted I would write to you upon this Buſineſs, which 
appears to me to be ſo very extraordinary that I am really at a Loſs what to ſay. _ | 

I underſtand you were the Perſon who negociated with the Governor General at Calcutta the Agree- 
ment for Two thouſand Horſe ; therefore you muſt know whether there is, or is nor, any Stipulations 
to make certain Payments at Ganjam, Vizagapatam, and Maſulipatam. In the Letters you have 


vuritten to me you do not mention any ſuch Articles of Agreement; and, from the Governor Ge- 


neral not giving any Order, I am convinced he never thought any Money would be required at theſe 
different Places; but expected, according to your Promiſes and Engagement, that Two thouſand 
Horſe would march with the greateſt Expedition to Join Colonel Pearſe, when they would faithfully 


receive whatever Money was agreed to be paid. Abba Pundit arrived here with about Three or 


Four hundred Horſe, and ſmall Parties have continued following, until, I underſtand, about Nine 
hundred Horſe are now collected at Ganjam. I mention this Circumſtance, that in caſe any more 
Horſe are to be ſent from Cuttack, they may be immediately ordered to join, otherwiſe the whole 
Detachment will again be obliged to halt until they aſſemble, in order to their marching forward in 


2 Body.

I have received your Letter, and obſerved the Contents concerning my Brother Abba Pundit fe- 
turning with his People to Cuttack. Had you paid my Brother Abba Pundit, at his Arrival at 
Ganjam, the Sum ordered by the Governor General, he would not have refuſed to go with his People 
to Madras. It is very true, I have ordered my Brother Abba Pundit to return with his People to 
Cuttack, on hearing he had much Trouble with them, wanting Money for their Expences. Now, if 
you will give my Brother Twenty-five thouſand Rupees, ready Money, at Ganjam, and agree to his 
receiving the ſame Sum immediately on his Arrival at Vizagapatam and Muſulipatam, he and his 
People will proceed Southward. If you conſent to my Demand, my Brother and his People ſhall go 
to Madras. I have borrowed Seventy thouſand Rupees of the Sircar, which I advanced my Brother's 
People on their being diſpatched from Cuttack : This Sum is ſtill owing. And as the Sircar, 
are very preſſing, 1 muſt defire you will ſend me Twenty-five thouſand Rupees, in ready Money, or 
agree to pay my Subedar Shake Camul Mahomed, in Ten or Twenty Days. When I receive this Sum 
from you, I ſhall pay it the Sircar, and get them to agree to receive the Remainder. What are want- 
ing to complete the Thouſand Horſe, will arrive in the Morning or Evening. Your having written 
the Governor General that there were only Three hundred Horſe arrived at Ganjam, is the Reaſon you 
have not received any. Anſwer from Calcutta. I wiſh you would agree, without further Heſitation, to 
my Demands, otherwiſe my Brother muſt return with his People to Cuttack, I have written Shake 
Camul Mahomed, who will explain to you further.

I have received your Letter, and underſtand the Contents, which affords me Pleaſure. I thought it 
very extraordinary to hear from you, of my Brother Abba Pundit and all his People returning to C uttack. 
J think you are not acquainted with the Agreement and Cowles, that have been made between 
Mr. Haſtings and me at Calcutta. At the Time I agreed to ſend a Body of Cavalry, I did not think 
it was proper for the Berar Government to ſend a Body of Cavalry to act with the Engliſh 3 but; for the 
Sake of the Friendſhip of the Governor General, I was obliged to agree to ſend a Body of Horſe from 

Cuttack; and only conſider within yourſelf what great Good will be done after our Troops join with 
Colonel Pearſe. Without conſidering all the Circumſtances, you refuſe to advance Money, and I am 
obliged to recall my Brother and all his People, after hearing they had a great deal of Trouble by our 
Troops returning from Ganjam. What Report will be made in the World ? The ſame as if our 
Agreements were broke; and I think it is the ſame as breaking the Friendſhip between the Engliſh 
and Berar Government. I deſire you again to conſider all theſe Circumſtances properly, and advance 
Money and diſpatch my People ſoon: My Defire is this, you muſt ſend Twenty-five one

That Mr. Haſtings, Governor Getieral of Bengal, &c. having been fully impowered by the 
Governor General and Council, has authorized the above-mentioned Colonel to negociate 
a Treaty betwixt the Company and Mahajee Scindia; promiſing to agree to and confirm 
whatever Engagements may be entered into by him 1 in behalf of the Company: In conſe- 
quence whereof, Mahajee Scindia and the Colonel, mutually deſirous of Peace with each 
other, have concluded a Treaty of Peace upon the following Conditions: 


Firſt. Thete ſhall be Peace and F riendſhip firmly eſtabliſhed betwirt the Parties ; and they ſhall 
always remain ſtedfaſt in their Engagements. 

Within Eight Days from the final Concluſion of this Treaty, that is, after its being 
ligned and ſealed by both the contracting Parties, the Two Armies are to march at the ſame

lance of 1, 36, 62, 188 Rupees is alſo due, for which I muſt give Aſſignments.—Sir, I, who to the ut- 
moſt of my Power have avoided at all Times ſhewing the ſmalleſt Negligence in executing the In- 
junctions of the Gentlemen, out of my Regard to the Friendſhip of the Company, gave you complete

The 
Diſtreſſes of his Situation, and his Inability to attend to the Requiſitions made of him, were de- 
ſcribed in ſo ſtrong Colours, that we have been obliged to relax in ſome Degree from our Demand 
upon him for the preſent, though not without an Expectation that the Claims of the enſuing 
Year will have been entirely provided for, together with the Debt of the foregoing, at the late 
Settlement. Having ſtrongly recommended to Mr. Purling to urge his Excellency to the Diminu- 


tion of ſome large and unneceſſary Expences, which we obſerved: in a State of his Finances tranſ- 


mitted to us, we truſt that the Advice given him will have a good Effect, and that better &co- 
nomy for the future will enable him to diſcharge his entire Debt to the Company, without Diſ- 
treſs to himſelf. Mr. Purling has lately remitted to us the Sum of 5 Lacks of Fyzabad Ru- 
pees, which is ſafely arrived here, and placed in our Treaſury.

EXT RACT of Bengal Secret Conſultations, the 11th February 1782, 
T HE Governor General delivers in the following Minute. 


I beg Leave to propoſe, That Major Fairfax be appointed to the ſpecial Charge of beating 
our Diſpatches which are prepared for the Nancy, to the Court of Directors, and that a Paſſage 
and ſuitable Accommodations be ordered for him on the Veſſel. El 
As no Inſtance of this Kind of Commiſſion has yet appeared in the Proceedings of this Go- 
vernment, I think it proper to aſſign my Reaſons for propoſing it. The Importance of the 
late Events, in which I have myſelf borne a very conſiderable Part; the Dangers which they at 
one Period portended to our Intereſts; and the Diſcoveries to which they have led, of the minute 
and delicate Points on which the Safety, and perhaps the Exiſtence, of thoſe Intereſts may eventually 
and ſuddenly depend; require, that they ſhould be brought in a more diſtinguiſhed Manner before the 
Notice of the Court of Directors: And I hope I ſhall not be deemed to depart from the Reſpect 
which is due to that Honourable Court, in ſuppoſing that their Attention, embarraſſed as it has 
been, and muſt be, by a Complication of Difficulties at Home, may require ſome artificial Mode 

of Attraction to fix it on Subjects which may demand a more than common Share of it. What 
might have been the Fate of the Concerns which were ſpecially committed to my Charge, on the 

te Occaſion, had it depended ſolely on the conſtitutional Powers of my Office! and how greatly 
am I indebted to the generous and liberal Confidence which was publicly given to me by Mr. 
Wheler, when he was my ſole Colleague, for the Influence and public Credit which I poſſeſſed, to 
bear me ſo ſucceſsfully through the Difficulties and Calamities which I had to ſurmount and retrieve !

on the Bengal Eſtabliſhment, of which I am, by Appointment, the immediate Commander in 
Chief. 1 need not define how far my Powers rendered a Reference for my Approbation, if not 
my expreſs Sanction, to ſuch Innovation; nevertheleſs, they have been framed, approved, and ex- 
ecuted without being thus qualified; are now in Force without the leaſt public Report having 
been made me of them. I proteſt againſt the Whole, as irregular, unmilitary, and burthening the 
Honourable Company with an enormous additional Expence, which I am clearly ſatisfied there 
was no Neceſſity for incurring, and much leſs at a Time when the Company's Funds can fo ill 
afford it. | . 5 | | 
- There is yet one more Circumſtance which appears to have attended theſe late Military Inno- 
vations, and which, of all others, is the moſt immediately deſerving of public Notice. By the 
Lift of Promotions, as inſerted in the News-papers, many of the Officers: who accompanied me 
from Bengal on the preſent Service have not only been paſſed over in the common Rotation of 
Promotions, but have all, excepting one, been excluded in the Diſtribution of Commands, to 
which their Seniority gave them an undoubted Right. I ſhall not, after what I have already ſaid 
of the Indignities offered, in other Reſpects, to my Authority, enlarge upon the Addition fur- 
niſhed by the above Inſtance, although it is, of all, the moſt pointed againſt myſelf, and an Injury 
of that Complexion to the Officers Who ſuffer by it, for which no Excuſe can be alledged ; unleſs 
it may be ſaid, that by being in a moſt dangerous and difficult War, the Chance of returning to 
enjoy their Right is againſt them. In ſhort, Gentlemen, I ſee ſo little Credit to be derived from 
acting in my Capacity of Commander in Chief in India, whilſt its Powers and Privileges are liable 
to be wantonly arrogated by others, that I declare, nothing but my Attachment for the Welfare of 
my Nation, and the very critical Situation of the Engliſh Intereſts in India, would delay a Moment 
in exonerating myſelf frum a Charge ſo irkſome and unthankful. Nor will I deny myſelf the Satiſ- 
faction of committing, in this Place, to Record, that I aſcribe the Whole of theſe late Encroach- 
ments upon the Rights of my Station to the Gevernor General, as he now unites in his own Per- 
fon the whole Powers of Government; and who, in his public Character, I had a Right to have
